STOCK BLINDNESS 
HIT BY ROOSEVELT 


NEW YORK, Ang. 10.—Governor 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, writing in this 
week's Liberty, says watered stocks, 
unsound foreign loans and fake in- 
vestments have been unloaded on the 
American public without protest from 
the national administration.

If the tradition still is observed, 
there will not be enongh kisses to go 
around tonight, because there will be, 
astronomers predict, an uncountable 
number of meteors to fall—the larg- 
est since 1899. If the night is not 
clouded and—conversely—if the moon 
is not too bright, Atlantans may wit- 
ness the astral phenomena between 
darkness and midnight.

LOW PRICES BLAMED 
FOR FARMERS’ WOES 


Bank Association President 
Analyzes Condition of 
Georgia Agriculture. 


DAHLONEGA, Ga., Aug. 10.—(#) 
Abnormally low prices for farm prod- 
ucts and lack of a market for surplus 
farm products was blamed today for 
the plight of agriculture by W. S. El- 
liott, Canton banker and president of 
the Georgia Bankers’ Association. 

Speaking here to a joint meeting 
of bankers, farmers and businessmen 
sponsored by the State College of Agri- 
culture and the Bankers’ Association, 
Mr. Elliott said ‘‘profitable farming 
is vitally necessary to general pros- 
perity.” 

The meeting was one of a series 
being held over the state in the inter- 
est of establishing marketing and proc- 
essing centers for profitable disposal 
of surplus farm products. 

“It is a truism,” he said, “that 
farming is the backbone of the na- 
tion’s business. Of the 122,000,000 
people which comprised the popula- 
tion of the continental Upited States 
in 1930, 30,000,000 were located on 
6,288,000 farms. Farm value of prod- 
ucts—crops and live stock—in 19 
amounted ta more than $16,000,000,- 
000. Farming is one of the biggest 
businesses in the world and the most 
important. 

“And yet agriculture is languishing 
and the farmer is in dire straits. Why 
is this true? Lack of profit in the 
business of farming. Outgo exceeds 
income in the case of the agricul- 
turist. This is due primarily to two 
reasons: 

“First, farm products are now sell- 
ing at abnormally low prices. A sta- 
tistical summary I have seen states 
that the prices of farm products are 
now only 61 per cent of the pre-war 
basis: on the other hand, what the 
farmer buys is now selling at 115 
per cent of the pre-war price. Thus, 
price relationship is against the 
farmer. 

“This very absence of price relation- 
ship, or price adjustment, is a vital 
factor in prolonging the depression in 
business. People must be on the same 
level, approximately, in order to do 
business successfully with each other. 
. . « Many industries suyplying the 
farmers’ needs, especially those close- 
ly controlled, have been slow to make 
price adjustments. 

“This fact has retarded business 
recovery. However, a general lower- 
ing of price levels will not solve the 
problem of the man who is in debt. 
Most existent debts were contracted 
on the basis of a much lower purchas- 
ing value of the American dollar, To- 
day-a dollar will buy twice as much 
as it would some years ago. us 4 
debtor who borrowed money then and 
pays it back today, pays twice as 
much as he borrowed, in terms of com- 
modity and labor prices which are the 
only true measures of value. 

“In the second place, the farmer’s 
income is less than his outgo because 
he cannot sell, even at the present re- 
duced prices, his surplus products. 
Thousands of farmers in Georgia to- 
day find they are unable to sell, at 
any price, food and feedstuffs which 
would help them materially if con 
verted into cash.” 

Mr. Elliott outlined the work the 
Bankers’ Association, the State Col- 
lege and other organizations have been 
doing to promote a live-at-home pro- 
gram.

Mr. Strelow lived to see others who 
had risked less than himself become 
multi-millionajres. 

Other 50-share buyers included John 
F. Dodge, Horace E. Dodge and Hor- 
ace H. Rackham, In 1919, when the 
Ford family took over all of the 
stock, each of these $5,000 invest- 
ments had grown to $12,500,000. 

Senator Couzens, whose first invest- 
ment was $1,500, had 2,180 shares in 
1919 and received &29,308,857.90,. the 
largest per share price paid by Ford,

AID FOR SMALL FARMER. 
Small farmers in North and South 
Carolina, Georgia and Florida would 


receive sorely needed aid in re- 
habilitating their affairs if the 
$4,000,000 agricultural credit cor- 
poration suggested by the Georgia 
State Chamber of Commerce should 
be set up by the Reconstruction 
Finance Corporation. | 

In the application filed by the 
state chamber with the local office 
of the reconstruction organization 
it is pointed out that the liquida- 
tion of many former credit agencies, 
and the scarcity of liquid assets 
among those still operating, make 
it impossible to meet in full the 
credit needs of the farmers of these 
four states. 

After three years of poverty 
prices for agricultural products the 
average farmer finds himself faced 
with the necessity of replenishing 
stock, enriching his soil and re- 
placing many worn-out farm imple- 
ments. 

The banks from which thousands 
of the farmers formerly secured 
money with which to operate have 
gone out of existence. Other banks 
are carrying so many overdue farm 
credits that they are unable to 
make further loans. 

The state chamber points out in 
its letter to the Reconstruction Cor- 
poration that “largely owing to lack 
of adequate live-stock credit and 
other credit facilities, more than 
100,000 Georgia farms, during the 
past few years, have passed from 
the hands of previous owners, and 
this number will be greatly in- 
creased during the next 12 months 
unless additional credit facilities 
are provided.” 

The suggestion is indorsed by 
Senator Walter F. George, one of 
the most active supporters of the 
bill establishing the Reconstruction 
Corporation. It is sponsored by 
the agricultural committee of the 
state chamber, composed of promi- 
nent citizens in every section of the 
State. 

The back-to-the-farm movement 
is rapidly filling up the tarms of 
Georgia with the unemployed from 
the cities. The need for money 
with which to buy equipment and 
stock for these farms will add to 
the demand upon existing credit 
agencies, already unable to care for 
the needs of the farmers in their 
territories. 

Unquestionably the small farmer 
is in vital néed of federai aid, and 
the suggestion of the Georgia 
Chamber of Commerce therefore 
should receive serious considera- 
tion.

WHERE THE BLAME LIES. 


In a report commenting upon the 


3 | decrease in fatalities and injuries 


in automobile accidents in Rhode 
Island, David C. Burnham, research 
director of the motor vehicle de- 
partment of that state, reports that 
“excessive speed still obtains in lo- 
calittes where operators are not be- 
ing supervised. closely.” | 

He significantly adds: ‘Where 
police supervision becomes inten- 
sive, the average rate of speed 
drops immediately and accidents do 
likewise.” 

In that statement is to be found 


-|tality rate from traffic accidents is. 


10 per cent higher than the aver- 
age rate in the cities of its size 
in the country. 

Instead of having intensive su- 
pervision of traffic, the general at- 
titude of the police is one of apa- 
thetic indifference to the thousands 
of violations taking place daily in 
every part of the city. 

There is-no possible excuse for 
the staggering toll which is paid an- 
nually by Atlanta in loss of life, 
‘limb and property in traffic crashes. 
As pointed out by Director Burn- 
ham, all that is ne@essary to bring 
about a sharp reduction in the pres- 
ent rate of loss is for the police 
to get on the job. 

It is the duty of the heads of the 
police department to see that they 
do—not in the shape of spasmodic 
“drives,’’ but in a sustained war- 
fare against those who break the 
traffic laws. 


DISILLUSIONED NEGROES. 

The disastrous effects of the de- 
pression on the negroes who mi- 
grated to the north during the hoom 
years is revealed in dispatches pub- 
lished in the Courier, a negro news- 
paper published in Pittsburgh. 

It is cited that the condit‘on of 
500 negro families in Newark is so 
desperate that the authorities of 
that city are demanding their re- 
turn to the south. 

City officials of the New Jersey 
municipality have written to sev- 
eral southern governors, urging 
that negroes be discouraged from 
coming north because “they are’ 
better off in thé south where they 
have friendly relations with those 
who understand them.”’ 

Reciting that there are “between 
500 and 1,000 negro families de- 
pendent upon the Newark govern- 
ment for support which the city 
cannot give, these officials further 
state their intention “‘to send them 
back south to the states from which 
they migrated.” 

It would have been better for the 
negro, for the north and for the 
south if the realization that the 
southern negro is better off at home 
had been more general at the time 
when labor agents were raiding the 
fields and the industries of this sec- 
tion. 

The south knew it and did every- 


odus of its negro population, but 
the lure of cheap labor was too 
great for the great centers of the 
north and east and they threw open 
their doors to the hundreds of thou- 
sands of new workers. 

Now, that there is no work for 
these laborers to do, the tune is 
changed and they are to be dumped 
back into the south, which, having 
adjusted itself to their loss, :s now 
in no better position to care for 
them than the municipalities which 
wish to cast them out after their 
usefulness is over. 

The injustice to and discrimina- 
tion against these negro families is 
emphasized by the fact that Newark 
is willing to care for its large un- 
American alien population while 
seeking to expel a race who .are 
American citizens and who have 
been reared in the atmosphere of 
American ideals and principles. 
The unfortunate lot of these for- 
mer southern negroes should be a 
warhing to the members of their 
race in the south that here lies 
their greatest opportunity for hap- 
piness, prosperity—and understand- 


ing.

What good is it to northern Siberia 
or to Turkestan that there was an 
abundant harvest in the Ukraine?

The Five Year Plan means just 
what it says: it is a plan, that is te 
sav, co-ordinated effort. The needs 
and requirements of the whole union 
of states are kept in mind in the sys- 
tematic development of agriculture. 
There is less overlapping. The trans- 
portation system is constantly being 
improved. 

Within recent years a_ famine 
threatened in Ukshib, down there in 
those strange and romantic regions on 
the borders of Persia and Afghanistan. 
Ukrainia had plenty of wheat. No 
railway ran in that direction. Moscow 
mobilized 50,000 motor trucks, which 
hauled the much-needed bread to the 
famished regions. Today there is a 
railway, The danger of famine has 
now been eliminated for good, barring 
accidents, of course,

“I know some storm detachments 
are nervous,” he said, “but we must 
prove the storm detachments are dis- 
ciplined and firmly in the grip of 
their leaders.” 

This was interpreted as meaning 
that some fascist extremists had 
threatened violent action to put Hit- 
ler in power. 

There will be official ceremonies to- 
morrow in the reichstag and various 
cities in connection with the 13th an- 
niversary of proclamation of the con- 
stitution, but the day is not a legal 
holiday.

The hearing opens at 
12:30, eastern standard time. 

There is no programmed procedure 
to he followed at the Walker hear- 
ing because the law sketches no pro- 
gram. Mr. Roosevelt alone may de- 
termine who shall be heard and what 
shall be said. The mayor will be ad- 
vised that the hearing is “an oppor- 
tunity of being heard in his defense” 
if he desires to amplify the testi- 
mony he gave at a hearing before 
Seabury, counsel to the Hofstadter 
legislative committee, he will have 
the opportunity should he seek to 
introduce witnesses, the governor will 
decide if he wants to hear them. 

If Mr. Seabury hopes to expand 
his ease against the mayor, he may 
do so, if Roosevelt permits.

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LAST-MINUTE ATTEMPT 


TO HALT HEARING FAILS

NEW YORK, Aug. 10.—(/)—A 
last-minute move to halt the removal 
hearing of Mayor James J. Walker be- 
fore Governor Roosevelt tomorrow 
failed this afternoon just as the mayor 
set out for Albany amid cheering, 
shouting crowds. 

After a brief hearing in the Bronx, 
Supreme Court Justice John E. Mce- 
Geehan dismissed the application for 
a writ of prohibition to prevent the 
governor from hearing the charges. 
The move was not made by the mayor, 
but by the secretary of the Bronx 
Chamber of Commerce, a “home rule” 
advocate. 


Smiling and immaculate, the mayor | 


walked to his train in the Grand Cen- 
tral station down an aisle formed by 
a solid double line of the city’s smart- 
ly-uniformed police. Mrs. Walker ac- 
companied him, making her first pub- 
lie appearance since a recent opera- 
tion. 

A few boos and hisses were drown- 
ed in the din of applause as Walker 
proceeded down the aisle. Friendly 
hands thrust between the broad should- 
ers of police to shake his or pat him 
on the back. 

“Good luck, Jimmie!” called Joe 
Jacobs, manager of Max Schmeling, 
who lost the heavyweight title on a 
close decision. 

“Thanks,” grinned the mayor. “I 
hope they don’t hand me the same 
kind @f decision they handed you, 
Joe.” 

A secretary doled out copies of a 
prepared statement by the mayor—his 
third blast against the accusers push- 
ing to oust him fron. office. é 

“I go with clesr conscience,” it 
read. “I am not afraid of anything 
I have ever done.”

Reporters Duck. 

Two Associated Press reporters 
took shelter in a small vestibule of 
the communications building while 
bullets spattered the walls about 
them. 

The fighting lasted more than an 
hour. The Cibeles plaza and adjoin- 
ing streets were raked by machine 
gun bullets. In addition to the eight 
men killed, seven were wounded. 

A few hours later people were pass- 
ing on their way to work as usual 
and only the fact that Madrid was 
under heavy guard signified what had 
happened earlier in the morning. But 
elsewhere in Spain things were dif- 
ferent, 

General Sanjurjo seized the gov- 
ernment offices in Seville and also 
took control of the smaller town of 
Jerez De La Frontera to the south, 
where he set up rebel headquarters. 
The naval garrison at Cartagena on 
the southeast coast was reported to 
have mutinied. Civil guards of the 
southern provinces, including Cordoba 
and Algeciras, threw their strength 
behind the rebel movement.

McDowell of Montana, said he hoped 
former Governor Alfred E. Smitb 
would mfike at least one speech for 
the Roosevelt-Garner tickef. “One 
speech by Al Smith would be worth 
a million votes,” McDowell said. Later 
the Montanan discussed Smith with 
several other state chairmen. Whether 
he planned a move to try and bring 
Smith into the campaign was not re- 
vealed.

TRAL FOR REGENTS 
BACKED BY TALMADE 


CARROLLTON, Ga., Aug. 10.—A 
crowd which far surpassed his ex- 
pectations in size turned out this after- 
noon to greet Eugene Talmadge, can- 
didate for governor, who spoke at 
some length on the university system 
of Georgia. Mr. Talmadge spoke 
from the steps of the building. 

Carroliton is the home of Mrs. H. 

m Tyrus, a sister of Talmadge, and 
the meeting was attended by delega- 

ons from Douglas, Haralson, Heard 
fad Spalding counties. 

“Give Regents Fair Chance.” 

In expressing his appreciation for 
the large gathering, Mr. Talmadge ex- 
pressed the belief that between three 
and fourth thousand people were pres- 


ent. 

Mr. Talmadge said: 

“The last session of the legislature 
made a decided change in the manage- 
ment of our university systein in Geor- 
gia by eliminating all of the local 
boards of trustees and putting all the 
schools in the system under a board 
of regents. 

“Thé local boards of trustees of all 
of the schools of the university system 
served withont salary. 

“The board of regents is composed 
of 12 men, the governor, one from the 
state at large, and one from each of 
the ten congressional districts. Its 
main office is in Atlanta, in the capi- 
tol. 

“A great many questions have been 
asked me in regard to my attitude 
toward the board of regents, 

“In answering this questidén I want 
it distinctly understood that I want 
to give the board of regents a fair op- 
portunity to show that they can im- 
prove our university system. — 

“I am of the opinion that the dif- 
ferent schools should be allowed to 
purchase their supplies from the ijocal 
communities in which the schools are 
located, as far as possible. They are 
not allowed to do this under the pres- 
ent system. This would give the farm- 
ers in those counties a market for ‘heir 
produce and would also help the mer- 
chants im each of these communities. 

“You will recall that I stated in the 
opening speech of my campaign in Mc- 
Rae that my attitude toward the board 
of regents and the board of control was 
this: “A hen will sit on a china egg 
or a doorknob three weeks to see 
if it will hatch.’ 

“The governor of Georgia is an ex 
officio member of the board of regents 
and of the board of control. If I am 
governor of Georgia, I will have first- 
hand information as to the services 
of these two boards, If they render ef- 
fective, economical service they should 
have the support of the governor and 
of the people of the state of Georgia. 
If the board of regents and the board 
of control do not render such service 
they should be eliminated as soon as 
the fact is ascertained, 

Family Attended University. 

“I wish to state also that my father 
was an alumnus of the University of 
Georgia. I was at school at the uni- 
versity five years, graduating there in 
law. My boy was a freshman at the 
University of Georgia last year, and 
I hope in a few years from now to 
see him a graduate of that institution. 
My younger brother is also an alumnus 
of the university.

The Olympic games drew the greatest gates in history. Great 
crowds watched each day’s program. 

And yet when the games were done the boys who 
had made it possible were told to get going or pay up. 
And these were the same officials who barred Nurmi 
for professionalism. 

The amateur officials annually do more to promote the 
Cause of professionalism and to practically necessitate an ath- 
lete commercializing himself than any other single agency.

DEAR MISS CHATFIELD: . 
Although I am 17 years old my 
mother never lets me out of her sight. 
If she goes out I have to go with her. 
If she stays at home I have to stay. 
This is not a recent decision on her 
to keep me always in her sight. 

remember six or seven years ago 
she warned me that she would not al- 
low me to have a boy-friend until I 
was 21 and then only one that she 
approved. I am not permitted to go 
to see my best friend because she has 
an 18-year-old brother. She may come 
to my house but mother sits with us 
during the whole visit. I admit that 
I have made one friend and when I 
am supposed to go to a class meeting 
I sometimes meet him and %o to a 
movie. But we have the most inno- 
eent friendship. The rest of the time 
I sit at home and look at happiness 
through my hgother’s eyes. Must I 
keep on this way indefinitely? It is 
four long years before I reach the 
age when she will give me partial 
liberty. Of course I am going out 
and get a job and get away from 
home just as soon as I can, but I 
don’t think that is practical until I 
have finished high school. What do 
you think about this? 

JUST WAITING. 


ANSWER: 

I am not willing to advise any 
girl to defy her —_ author- 
ity. But I am ing to confess 
that I never heard of a more un- 
reasonable attitude on the part 
of a mother toward a 17-year-old 
daughter. Does she not know that 
‘it is as impossible te repress 
youth as it is to keep yeast dough 
from rising? Through some mis- 
taken idea of parental authority 
or because of the memory of some 
blasting experience of her own 
youth she is stopping her ears 
and blinding her eyes to facts that 
clamor for admittance to her con- 
sciousness. And they are faets 
incontrovertible. 


Some of them are these: She is 
making -her daughters young life 
wretched andl miserable. She is build- 
ing up a walP between her and her 
daughter that will be impenetrable 
by the time the daughter is grown. 
She is building up a wall that she 
cannot scale though no doubt she will 
be willing to sacrifice her very life 
in the attempt before she has done 


ter’s life she is tempting that daugh- 
ter to try to escape her surveillance, 
even at the risk of dire punishment. 
Her very watchfulness indicates her 
lack of faith and most of us live up 
to, or down to the faith that our near- 
est and dearest express in us. Worse, 
she is denying her norma! association 


with young people of her own age 
which, in the very nature of the case, 
will make the child peculiar and un- 
able to adjust herself even to “partial 
liberty,” once she gets it, if she ever 
does, in the home with such a parent. 
The tragic part of the whole mistake 
is that it is committed in the name of 
love and for the sake of her own and 
her child's ultimate happiness.

But this mother must learn, as 
we all have to learn, that we suf- 
fer for the mistakes we make, re- 
gardiess of how we arrive at 
them. It is one thing for a par- 
ent to provide proper chaperon- 
age for her daughter, and another 
to treat her as a potential crimi- 
nal. It is one thing for « mother 
to refuse to permit her daughter 
to have formal dates with boys 
when she is young and inexperi- 
enced, and quite another to re- 
fuse te permit her to visit her 
best friend because thai friend 
happens to have a brother whom 
she might meet by accident of the 
visits. It’s one thing for a par- 
ent to keep her eye on her daugh- 
ter’s comings and goings, and 
quite another to treat ber like a 
prisoner, never permitting her to 
stay at home or to leave home 
without a sentry. 


We expect the miracle of parent- 
hood to imbue the parents with a 
knowledge transcending the knowledge 
of ordinary men and women. We ex- 
pect the miracle to tauch them with a 
little of that divine thing we call 
sympathy and understanding. When 
the baby is born.the mother instinct- 
ively knows that it must be fed and 
warmed and protected else it will die. 
And likewise, sl@ knows that when 
the baby is grown she should gradual- 
ly withdraw that protection, leaving 
the child free to test and develop its 
own strength. But, sad as it seems, 
the mother’s very love for the child 
often stultifies her reason and then 
she is less wise than the birds and 
the animals.

Manchurian Issue Is Be- 


lieved Renewed in Capi- 
tal Conference. 


WASHINGTON, 


Aug. 10.—()—

anew today in a long conference be- 
tween Secretary Stimson and Ambas- 
sador Debuchi, of Japan. 

The specific details of the confer- 
ence were not disclosed, but it was 
indicated the two had touched apon 
the .peech of th. secretary last Mon- 
day night in which he laid strong em- 
phasis upon the Kellogg-Briand peace 
pact as a vehicle for the nations of 
the world to rally around in mobiliz- 
ing opinion against aggressive war- 
fare. 

The ambassador said he had received 
no instructions from his government 
to seek of the secretary informally 
his reasons for the speech, and that 
he had not opened the subject him- 
self. He added, however, the two had 
discussed the general Manchurian sit- 
uation and it was natural that any 
development pertaining to it should 
come up in the conversation. 

Debuchi said he had called on the 
secretary to say goodbye before sail- 
ing for Japan on a visit. He reiterated 
he expected to come back to this coun- 
try after a few months in Japan. 

‘The ambassador said he knew of no 
plan of the Japanese to invade Peiping 
and Tienstin. There have been rumors 
from the orient recently that this 
might be impending. 

The state departyent continued its 
silence regarding the world reaction to 
the speech of the secretary. From 
France and England as well as League 
of Nations circles thege continued to 
come favorable comment and inter- 
pretations of the results anticipated/ 
from his construction of the obliga- 
tions assumed by the nations of the 
world when they signed the pact. 

From Tokyo, however, came word 
of bitter criticism and an assertion 
by a foreign office spokesman that if 
the other powers approved the mean- 
ings read by Stimson into the peace 
treaty it might be necessary for Japan 
to repudiate her signature. 


PROTEST IS IMPROBABLE. 
S TOKYO SPOKESMAN 

TOKYO, Aug. 10.—(UP)—The for- 
eign office ‘ndicated today that Japan 
is unlikely to protest against the re- 
marks of Secretary of State James 
L. Stimson in his speech defining the 
American attitude toward the pact of 
Paris, which Japan now threatens to 
repudiate. 

The spokesman confirmed that the 
government was “irritated” by Stim- 
son's references to the Manchurian sit- 
vation, saying it was obvious the 
United States administration considers 
Japan has been an aggressor in Man- 
churia. 

He cited Stimson’s letters to Sena- 
tor Bingham regarding the Philippine 
Islands and to Senator Borah regard- 
ing the far eastern conflict. 

He also referred to suggestions for 
putting 80 per cent of the American 
fleet in the Pacific and the publica- 
tion of secret correspondence of 1918 
during the Siberian expedition, in 
which American and Japanese troops 
were involved.

The proposal was indorsed by some 
of the executives, it was said after 
the meeting, but it was learned that 
others, perhaps a majority, were not 
in favor of increasing their debt for 
equipment not needed under present 
conditions. The interest charge on 
the loans was to be 5 per cent. 

It was announced after the meeting 
that the advisory committee referred 
the matter to ‘the meeting of member 
roads without recommendation, but 
with a statement that it was so re- 
ferred in order that each road might 
give it fall consideration in view of 


in order to determine whether or not 
such individual road could make use 
of funds which might be available 
through the Reconstruction Finance 
Corporation. 

The plan as proposed by the govern- 
ment sponsors was explained to the 
executives by Daniel Willard, presi-
